An Arab Summit, 


SUAKIM, Mnrch 23. While the detachments 


of the Knglish and Indian Infantry were 
making a isroba seven miles southwest of 
Suakim today, they were suddenly surprised 
by a rush ot Arabs who were iua.wed and con- 
cealed In the defile west of Ilasbeen. The 
English formed a auuare quickly as possible, 
but the camels, mules aud herses were driven 
back In confusion on the troops, causing a 
stampede, and amid clouds of dust the Arabs 
penetrated the south and north sides of tbe 
square. 


Meanwhile tbe marines and the Berkshire 


regiment, who w«re on the e*st and west 
sides of the *quare-malntalned a continuous 
fire, holding the enemy at bay, while a charge 
of cavalry and the fire from the guns at the 
H«i)Uocn <nreba, checked the onslaught of 
the Arabs, which at the outlet threatened a 
serious disaster to the British 


General Graham reports that the English 


losses, so far as known, were two officers and 
twenty-two men killed and thir'y-throe men 
wounded. Tb« it si to tbe engineers, the 
transport troops and tbe Indian troops has 
not yet been reported. 


An unofficial estimate place* the British 


killed at fifty-two, »nd the wounded at eighty- 
fixe. Nearly all tbe casualties were due to 
spear thrusts which were receded In the 
hand to hind engagements. The Artbs got 
between tbe transport train and tbe "ffltn, 
»nd they speared the men of the transport 
corps and killed the inlmals. They fought 
savtgely, refusing to give or take quarter.
